Dear Editor: : 

On May 29, the Baha'is of the 
Glades will join Baha'i 
communities worldwide in 
observing the. centenary of the 
passing of Baha'u'llah,. 
Prophet-Founder of the Baha'i 
Faith. 

The observance is the first 
major commemoration of a 
Baha'i holy year, which began 
April 21, 1992. The holy year is 
a special time for Baha'is to 
reflect upon the life and 


mission of Baha u llah, and the, 


development of his religion. 
Commemoration of the 
centenary of Baha'u'llah's 
passing will be held on May 29 
at the Baha'i House of Worship 
in Wilmette, Mlinois, at the six 
other continental Baha'i 
Houses of Worship in the 


in the Holy land at a gathering 


of 3,000 to 4,000 Baha'is near 
Akka, Iarsel, at the site of 
Baha'u'llah's tomb. 

Brazil's Federal Chamber of 
Deputies, that country's 
national legislative body, will 
hold a “solemn session” on:May 
29 to mark the p ing of 
Baha'u'llah. Representatives of 
the National Spiritual 
Assembly of the Baha'is of 
Brazil have been invited to 
participate in the session. 
Invitations also will be 
extended to foreign 
ambassadors. 

Baha'u'llah died as an exile 
in Palestine to which he had 
been banished by the Sultan of 
the Ottoman Empire because of 
his religious teachings. He 
spent most of his forty years of 
exile in and around the 
Pestilential prison city of Akka. 

The central 3 of 
Baha'u'llah's teachings are the 
oneness of religion and oneness 


of humanity. His teachings also 
include the equality of men and 
women, the essential harmony 
of science and religion, 
economic justice based on 
spiritual principles, the urgent 

need for the elimination of all 
prejudice and a world federal 
system of government to 
sustain a lasting peace. 

Baha'is believe Baha'u'llah is 
the promised one of all 
religions, and that he ushered 
in the age of fulfillment 
mentioned in religious 
prophesies of the past. 

In less than 150 years, the 
Baha'i Faith has become the 
second most widely spread 
religion in the world after 
Christianity with almost 6 
million members. In the last six 
years more than 1.5 million 
people have become BAha'is, 
mostly in Asia and Africa:

Concerning HUD Chief Jim Chaplin's refusal to 
allow Mr. Randall Mills to work for the Pahokee 
Housing Authority, let me offer an opinion as to 
why. 

Back when Mr. Mills was the Executive Director 
of Pahokee Housing ‘Authority, he managed to 
operate the Authority at a profit. He 
accomplished this even-in an area which was 
termed a "depressed agricultural area.” 

No doubt this was difficult for HUD to 
understand, much less to explain. Apparently 
all HUD knew how to do was to dole out 
taxpayer money by the millions to help keep 
other Housing Authorities in the State in 
operation. In one of Mr. Mills“ years as 
Executive Director of P.H.A., he sent HUD a 
check for over $32,000.

After a period of 
months, P.H.A. had to call HUD and inquire as 
to not receiving the cancelled check. A secretary 
at HUD explained that they were not used to 
getting checks from Housing Authorities and 
they were still trying to decide where to deposit 
the check. 

Since Mr. Mills left P.H.A., other Executive 


` Directors have managed to run the Pahokee 


Housing Authority into.the ground in a big way. 
The Authority is now hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in the "red". Status Quo, I suppose. 

Now the Board of Directors of PHA has asked 

Mr. Mills to come back as Executive Director of 
Pahokee Housing Authority, confident that his 
experience and expertise will bring the PHA out 
of its current nose dive. 

Board of Directors and the tenants are behind 
Mr. Mills almost 100 percent. So why is HUD 
trying so hard to get him out? Is HUD so afraid 
that Mr. Mills will succeed? No doubt questions 
will have to be answered if he does. 

Questions such as, why did HUD sit back and 
watch as PH. A went from an operation making 
a very good profit to an operation hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in the red? And in such a 
short period of time!
